Students could not stop laughing 
during William Rennie’s class. And 
is not a giggle here and there, but a 
plethora of my-belly-hurts laughs. 

Often spotted wearing a gray fedo- 
ra, Rennie, who’s deaf, teaches classes 
without speaking a word. Still, he’s a 
comedian. 

He was the first-born child in a hear- 
ing family and, at age 15, began teach- 
ing his classmates sign language as he 
continued to learn himself. 

Rennie teaches five American Sign 


Language (ASL) classes at Cal State 
_Long Beach in addition to another 
ASL class at Rio Hondo College. 
Aside from his full teaching sched- 
ule, Rennie performs one-man comedy 
shows, according to his website. 


“He’s a really funny guy, really in- 


teresting with the jokes that he has,” 
sophomore computer science major 
Gustavo Yepes said. 

Rennie rubs the palms of his hands 
together, smiles and squints his eyes 
with intent before preceding to write 


“motivation” among the other notes on 


a piece of computer paper. 

“T love it,” Rennie wrote. 

He uses limited vocal expression 
as he mimes, and excitement shines 
through his eyes. 

“Some of them are very motivated 
to learn,” he wrote. “I love it.” 

Almost all of Rennie’s ASL classes 
are at capacity.

GE reqs 
to require 
only one 


lab class 


Students attending 
CSULB in fall 2012 
will be immediately 
affected.

Students entering the fall 2012 se- 
mester will be required to take only 
one laboratory science as opposed to 
two, as part of their general education. 

The change is part of the new GE 
policy that passed the Academic Sen- 
ate on Jan. 26. 

The new policy will immediately 
affect all new and transfer students 
entering the fall 2012 semester, but no 
decision has been made how and if it 
will be implemented among current 
students, according to Keith Freese- 
mann, chair of the general education 
governing committee. 

A re-examination of Cal State Long 
Beach’s GE policy began in fall 2009, 
according to Freesemann. 

The committee was assigned “to 
address the fiscal implication and re- 
sources on campus relative to faculty 
and work load and student success,” he 
said. 

“I’m very happy about the changes 
the Senate approved and also the ad- 
ditional changes made,” Freesemann 
said. 

According to Freesemann, the sci- 
ence laboratory change is consistent 
with the majority of the Cal State Uni- 
versities and community colleges’ GE 
path. 

One of the main reasons for the 
change was the different set of require- 
ments for transfer students and native 
students. 

Students who had gone to commu- 
nity college, got GE certified and then 


‘transferred to Cal State Long Beach, 


would only have to take one laboratory 
science. Students, however, who came 
from community college but weren’t 


“GE certified would still be held ac- 


countable for the second lab, according 
to Freesemann. 

Lynn Mahoney, associate vice presi- 
dent for undergraduate studies, said 
the limited amount of lab sections in. 
comparison to student demand was an- 
other reason for the change. 

“Many of our life sciences GE. 
courses are also required for majors 
(particularly for students in the Col- 
lege of Health & Human Services),” 
Mahoney said via email. “As hard 
as all have tried, we just can’t offer 
enough lab sections to meet all these 
demands.” 

According to Mahoney, there are 
some non-lab GE science classes un; 
der an old category, B3, and most of 
them are physical sciences. Mahoney 
said the General Education Govern- 
ing Committee would be working to 
get those courses approved for life sci-

Efren Espinoza spoke Spanish all 
the time at home, but never at school. 
So when Cal State Long Beach offered 
a French class for Spanish :speakers 
only, Espinoza was intrigued. 


“T actually decided to double ma- ‘ 


jor in French because of the course,” 
said Espinoza, junior double major in 
French and English. “It just seemed so 
easy.” 

The idea of using someone’s knowl- 
edge of one Latin-based romance lan- 
guage to learn another is a concept 
called “intercomprehension,” accord- 
ing to Claire Martin, a CSULB Span- 
ish professor. 

_ Martin helped start the program 
in 2007 with her colleague Clorinda 
Donato, chair of Italian studies at 
CSULB, thanks to a grant from the 
French Consulate. 

At that time, Martin and Donato 
realized that at least 70 percent of the 
students enrolled in French and Italian 
classes were of Hispanic origin. When 


they looked into it further, they real- 
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French, Italian classes 
for Spanish speakers 


ized these students had a clear advan- 


* tage because they already knew one 


foreign language. _ 

“In Europe, this has been going on 
for 20 years,” Martin said. “Students 
are taught six romance languages 
when they’re very young. Instead of 
telling students, ‘Forget all you know 
about those other languages,’ we use it 
as a bridge to learn the new languages 
by comparing and contrasting.” 

The program started with just one 


~ section of French and has now expand- 


ed to three courses in French and Ital- 
ian. Approximately 600 students have 
taken the course since its inception, 
according to Donato. 

Students in the program must either 
be native or heritage Spanish speak- 
ers, or have taken at least two years of 
Spanish in high school or college. 

Espinoza thinks that having the 
French classes taught in Spanish 
makes the learning process a lot 
quicker. : 

“The vocabulary, syntax, gram- 
mar and even writing style are all 
very similar,’ Espinoza Said. “In fact, 
learning French even helped my Span- 
ish get better.” 

In the future, Martin hopes to ex- 
pand the program at CSULB and be- 
yond. 

“Our goals are to expand the pro- 
gram to Portuguese next and to high 
schools and community colleges ‘not 
just in the area, but nationwide,” Mar- 
tin said.

communicative disorders major Chris- 
tina Dovico said.

Rennie offers his students high-fives, 
winks of encouragement and a charm- 
ing smile to make the classroom more 
comfortable. ;

At the start of a new semester, Ren- 
nie’s wife comes to the first two days of 
class and translates for the new students, 
but after that, there is no verbal speech. 
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Isabelle Noack, alumna, sits with producer Jay Lyons during a

“1 was really shocked at how much I 
actually learned within an hour because 
he’s so natural at teaching,” Dovico said. 

Rennie uses his animation and cre- 
ativity to tell stories and communicate 
his points in class. If necessary, he uti- 
lizes the white board as well. 

One student made an incorrect sign 
for “you” with her thumb up and her in- 
dex finger pointed toward the class. 

Rennie gently pointed the student’s 
positioned hand toward him and took a 
“bullet.” Then he used both his hands to 
“shoot” fake bullets at the class. 

Students then learned how to make 
the proper sign. 

“Even if you were red in the face, he’s 
so personable and makes you feel really 
comfortable,” Dovico said. “He makes 
it so you won’t feel embarrassed.” 


According to Rennie’s website, he 
has the desire to tear down the cultural 
walls between hearing and deaf com- 
munities. 

He is dedicated to teaching the hear- 
ing world about deaf culture, and the 
deaf world about hearing culture. 

Rennie has traveled -all over the 
world to learn and connect with other 
deaf people. ; 

He currently lives in Anaheim with 


his wife, their two children, three dogs 


and a bunny. He also has two older 
children who live in Pennsylvania and 
Virginia. 

“He’s really awesome,” senior inte- 
rior design major Megan Deguchi said. 
“Sign language is actually really cool. 
And the way he teaches it, it’s really 
easy to understand.” 
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“Some of the departments are 
working on creating non-lab sciences 
to help, but this may take a year or 
two,” Mahoney said. 

In addition to the laboratory sci- 
ence requirement, departments will 
now be allowed to develop capstones 
specifically for their major and then 
get it approved as a GE course, ac- 
cording to Freesemann. 

Students will also be required to 
take a writing intensive capstone as 
one of their three required capstone 


- classes. 


Writing intensive courses will re- 
quire students to write 5,000 words 
over the course of the semester as 
well as give students an opportunity 
to write, receive feedback and then 
rewrite, according to Freesemann. 


More than 60 percent of students’ — 


grades in these classes will be based 
on their writing. The writing inten- 
sive capstone can be in addition to 
another capstone or it could be one 
course by itself. 

The new GE policy also made 
changes to category D, social sciences 
and citizenship. 


The category currently requires — 


12 units. The new policy changes the 
requirement to nine units: three units 
in Citizenship — U.S. History, three 
units in Constitution and American 
Ideals, and three units in Social Sci- 
ences.. According to Mahoney, this 
mirrors most community colleges. 

Senior English major James Suazo 
said he is concerned with the univer- 
sity basing some of its policy on com- 
munity colleges. 


“The administration saw a large 
pressure to change our GE pattern be- 
cause of the issues concerning credit 
earned by transfer students,” Suazo 
said via email. “It worries me when 
our university opens the door to let- 
ting the community colleges dictate 
our policies and curriculum.” 

‘Changes in the arts and humanities 
category, Category C, have also been 
made. 

‘Students will take three units in 
the arts, three in the humanities and 
an additional three units in either the 
humanities or the arts. Current GE 
policy calls for students to take three 
units in the arts and six units in the 
humanities in two out of the catego- 
ries. of literature, philosophy and for- 
eign languages. 

Associated Students Inc. President 
Lucy Nguyen said she heard positive 
student feedback regarding the GE 
policy. Nguyen said many students 
had made. their voices heard in re- 
gards to GE policy, including writing 
letters. 

“Tt wouldn’t have gone so smoothly 
without their input,” Nguyen said. 

Mahoney said she thinks the new 
policy is “great for students.” 

“It maintains our commitment 
to exposing students to a breadth of 
disciplines but is simpler,’ Mahoney 
said. ‘

Music provided by the rest of the 
band was in sync and admirable with 
their sense of swing and jazzy sound, 
like the band Squirrel Nut Zippers, 
especially due in part by Nick Wyner 
(keyboard) and Jasper Skydecker 
(drums).

Daniel Shapiro concert an ‘enjoyable success’

Pianist Daniel Shapiro charmed con- 
certgoers with his repertoire of clas- 


. Sical pieces Tuesday night at the Bob 


Cole Conservatory of Music’s “Guest 
Artist Series” in the Gerald R. Daniel 
Recital Hall. 

Dr. Shapiro, a renowned interpreter 
of many classical composers, and na- 
tive of Southern California, performed 
his interpretations of three classical 
pieces by Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, 
Ludwig Van Beethoven and Robert 
Schumann. 

The first piece, “K. 511,” a Mozart 
Rondo, which contained rapid tempo 
changes, made transitions sound seg- 


mented and left listeners confused. 
This isn’t to say the performance was 
lacking, but to a novice ear, the piece 
itself seemed a bit too choppy. 

The second piece “Op. 31, No. 3,” a 
Beethoven Sonata, was significantly 
better. This piece contained four move- 
ments, which ranged from cheery to 
somber. Every transition flowed per- 
fectly with what preceded it. Dr. Sha- 
piro expressed every emotion through 
the movement of his body and the ex- 
pressions on his face. The music itself 
expressed strong emotion that could be 
seen across the audience’s faces as the 
piece went on. : 

The third, and best piece of the night 
by far, was Schumann’s Sonata “Con- 
certo Without Orchestra.” Dr. Shapiro 
expressed his love for this underappre- 
ciated piece before he began to play, 
and said that Schumann composed it 
“in a time of crisis” between him and 
his wife. This beautiful piece conveyed 
those emotions perfectly, and a crisis 
was apparent. The tempo shifts and 
the power of the piano demonstrated a 
happy relationship disintegrating into 


an intense argument, and all that sor- 
row that comes with it. 

The title of this piece was also made 
clear when its complexity was reviled. 
At times, the music sounded as if there 
were more than one instrument playing 
this single piece. During certain sec- 
tions, the music would become so intri- 
cate that the transitions became seam- 
less, and the music flowed throughout 
the concert hall. 

When the concert was over the au- 
dience gave a standing ovation, and 
cheered until an encore was played. 
The .encore, “Concerto Without Or- 
chestra,” was well-received by the au- 
dience, prompting. a second standing 
ovation. 

The concert was an enjoyable success, 
and the music was beautifully played. 

These .instrumental concerts are 
gems that the College of the Arts of- 
fer, and deserve to be embraced by Cal 
State Long Beach. When students at- 
tend these concerts, they keep music 
alive in the community, and that will 
help continue to bring talents like Dan- 
iel Shapiro to Long Beach.

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LBSU plays host to Northridge 


The 49ers look to stay 
perfect in Big West 


play.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team will begin the second half of 
Big West Conference play by hosting 
Cal State Northridge Saturday night at 
the Walter Pyramid. 

The ‘Niners (16-6, 9-0 Big West) de- 
feated the Matadors, 81-68 in their first 
Big West battle on Jan. 7. Senior guard 
Larry Anderson led the 49ers with 20 
poinis on 7 of 12 shooting, including 4 
of 5 from 3-point range. Anderson also 
grabbed nine rebounds and dished out 
5 assists. 

CSUN (6-13, 2-6 Big West) was able 
to hang tough with The Beach in the 
first half, trailing by just eight points at 
the break. 

‘The second half was much of the 
same, as Northridge was able to weath- 
er any run that the 49ers put forth — 
keeping within striking distance. Even- 
tually, LBSU pulled away with a 9-2 
run’that gave them a 72-54 advantage 
with four minutes remaining. 

Anderson said that the ‘Niners need 
to come out with the mindset to attack 
the Matadors defense, ensuring that the 
Matadors don’t hang around. 

“We need to come out more ageres- 
sive,” he said. “We kind of got lazy and 
took them for granted, so I think we 
need to come out more aggressive and 


more focused.” 


LBSU head coach Dan Monson gave 
a simple solution to how The Beach can 
slam the door shut on any hopes CSUN 
has of an upset. : 

“Well, we need to play better,” he 
said. “We didn’t feel like we played as 
good as we could, and we can’t be sat- 
isfied with the way we played against 
Northridge last time.” 

Despite the subpar record, the Mata- 
dors are a young, scrappy team that can 
cause a lot of problems for the “Niners. 

Northridge has a stable of youthful 
guards, most notably freshman Stephen 
Hicks. Hicks is averaging 16.5: points 
per contest on 43.6 percent shooting, 
he also pulls down a team-high 7.2 re- 
bounds per game. 

Anderson said the key to serpin 
the Matadors is to limit their guards. 

“We need] to stop all their guards,” 
he said. “They like to shoot a lot of 
three’s and get out in transition, so if we 
contain them and play tough defense, 
they’ll have a hard time scoring on us.” 

Monson said that his biggest concern 
about the matchup with Northridge is 
how much they’ve improved through- 
out the season. - 

“T think they have a young team that 
continues to get better,” Monson said. 
“T think they’re very athletic and they 
tried five or six defenses on us last time 
to try and disrupt us.” 

He added: “Offensively, they have 
more ways of scoring, and their young 
guys are getting more confident. What 
scares me with any of these teams is we 


let them get comfortable, we have to go _ 


out and disrupt them, and not let them 
get comfortable.” 
‘The 49ers have won 12 out of their 


last 13 games, including nine straight in 
conference play. : 

Even though LBSU is burying its 
conference foes, Anderson feels that 
this team still has some work to do. 

“T think overall we’re pretty solid,” 
he said. “We need to stay focused and 
hungry the whole game instead of just 
for stretches.” 

Monson said he is hoping his team is 
ready to play its best basketball in the 
final months of the season. 

“The biggest thing for us. now is to 


-play our best basketball in February 


and March, not in December and Janu- 
ary,” he said. “That happened to us a 
little bit last year, and we have to avoid 


_that by staying focused and hungry.”
